CHICAGO. 

THE FIRST BATCH OF BRIOTERS 
captured in the lumber-vistrict on Tuesday, the 
th inst., by Lieut. Vesey and bis men, bad a 
preliminary hearing before Justice Morrison 
yesterday morning. There were about a dozen 
in all charged with disorderly conduct, but only 
five turned up. They had been allowed out on 
special bail, the charge on which they were 
booked not being e grave one. Those who did 
appear were Chris Leverance, Michael Wander- 
ick, Chris Lohse, Hugh Flaherty, and John 
Swaboda. 

On motion of Prosecuting-Attorney Linscott, 
the charge was changed tc riot in each case. 

Lieut. Vesey said he ordered the arrest of the 
men. They were going around from yard to 
yard with sticks in their hands, and Lohse car- 
ried a banner on which were some mottoes, 
„More Wages or Death,“ aud the like. When 
the crowd would go into a lumber-yard, the men 
employed would at once quit work. These 
men appeared to be prominent in the crowd. 
Witness warned Lohse to take away the ban- 
ner. They woulkin’t obey orders, and so wit- 
ness arrested them. 

Officer William Boyle testified to the same 
eflect as the Lieutenant. He estimated the 
crowd at 200, and positively identified Lohse. 
Ofticer A. H. Thorne gave similar evidence. 

The prisoners then asked what they had to 
say. Wanderick owned to having a lath in his 
hand, but declared that he was driven away 
from his work by the crowd and happened to 
get between the mob and the police. He work- 
ed for the Menominee Lumber Company. 
Another of the prisoners claimed that he was 
driven out of the Chicago. Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad yards by the.crowd, who told him to 
quit work. He also had a lath in his hand, but 
was doing nothing. ‘on „ 

The Court decided to hold Lohse in $1,000 
and the others in $500 bonds to the Criminal 
Court. State warrants were then sworn out for 
the arrest of the other defendants on the 
charge of riot, that of disorderly conduct being 
dismissed.

Cuicaco, Aug. 1.—Being a student of the 
„labor problem,“ I have learned some facts 
about “socialism which may be of interest 
just now.

The most pusillanimous and contemptible 
individual who has thus far put in an ap- 
pearance in connection with the railroad 
strike is the butternut-breeched Governor of 
Indiana. After nearly two weeks of inter- 
ruption of railroad travel in that State, he 
has at last decided to send two companies of 
militia to Fort Wayne. During this strike, 
the only roads in Indiana that have been able 
to operate at all are the bankrupt ones in the 
hands of United States Receivers. The 
solvent roads have been prevented from 
transporting either freight or passengers by 
the contemptible indifference of this sympa- 
thizer with riots and violation of the laws 
which he was sworn to execute. For the 
sake of making himself politically popular 
with the mob, he has deliberately arrested 
inter-State trade and prevented the products 
of Illinois, Iowa, Minnesota, and Wisconsin 
from passing through Indiana. Morally he 
is as guilty as the men who with his en- 
couragement and sympathy have uncoupled 
cars, driven off firemen and engineers, and 
prevented the trains from moving. The peo- 
ple of Indiana, who are honest and law-abid- 
ing, should remember this and act upon it 
at-the first opportunity by hurling him from 
the office which he has disgraced and from 
the trusts to which he has proved recreant. 


Unless money is straightway subscribed, 
the institution known as the Floating Hos- 
pital must be abandoned, and hundreds of 
suffering infants deprived of the benefits 
they have derived from the tender charity.

During the excitement of the 
riots the collection of money was entirely 
suspended, and now the Association finds 
itself in need of about $700 to keep the 
Hospital up during the month of August. 
There have been great displays of public 
spirit since the riots, and money has been 
freely offered for great purppses, and it is 
not asking too much of the generous svirits 
of Chicago when: the appeal is made for a 
small sum that will alleviate the suffering of 
many a little baby, and avert the anguish 
threatened by the abandoament of the in- 
stitution.

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JUDGE DRUMMOND'S DECISION. 
Altogether the most useful corrective of 


the false principles and abuses of the rail- 
road strike has been furnished by Judge 
Droummonp in his decision committing a num- 
ber of the Peoria rioters for contempt. The 
men brought before him had been engaged 
with others in obstructing the Toledo, Peoria 
& Wersaw Railroad, arresting both freight 
and ragsenger trains, uncoupling cars, hold- 
ing vevolvers at the heads of engineers, in- 
timi dating the conductors, and violently and 
law iessky impeding the ordinary transaction 
of ‘business. This road is in the hands of a 
Receiver, appointed by and an officer of the 
Uni ted States Court, and the attack on the 
rom i was an attack on the authority of the 
Uni ted States which held it in trust. The 
strikers were in more serious business than 
the y apprehended, as they have now discover- 
ed Dy a fine of $50 each with costs, and an ith- 
pri nment of four months for the ringleader 
and two months each for the others. This 
is p tactical instruction in a lesson which it 
is high time for strikers to learn, viz.: that 
it is a crime against the law to drive men 
frora the peaceful pursuit of their avoca- 
tior s, and to forcibly interrupt the prosecu- 
tiop. of business. Judge Daumtonp has set 
a yrecedent for the action of the United 
States Courts in such cases, and the country 
needs that the State Courts shall 
fo llow in a similar construction of the law. 

There are several points in the review of 
th o case before Judge Drummond which may 
be. impressed with value upon all who have 
been concerned in the recent railroad strike. 
In. the first place, the law is so clear that 
It idge Drummonp found no occasion to dis- 
evss it. He simply pronounced it unlewful 
ar d criminal to trample upon the rights 
of labor by violently interfering with 
those at work, because the toleration of such 
violent. interference would put an end 
to all; peaceful relations of life. This 
is the ‘fundamental principle which should 
underlie all the decisions that grow ont of 
the recent railway strike. In this State we 
have a special statate applying it specifically 
to the operation of the railroads, but where 
no such statute exists the rule of law laid 
down by Judge Drummonp is so broad and 
clear, and the converse would be so antago- 
istic to reason and justice, that the result 
should. be the same. Wherever there has 
been a flagrant attack on the peaceful and 
regular running of railroad trains by vio- 
lence or intimidation, those who have made 
the attack should be severely punished, as 
the quickest and surest means of teaching 
the whole community of workingmen that 
the rigats of labor do not include the right 
to stop labor. , 9 

Another point clearly made in Judge 
Drumionp's decision, and insisted upon by 
Tae Targunn ever since the inauguration of 
the strike, is that the obstruction of the rail- 
ronds is not merely the violent interruption 
of a business prosecuted for private profit, 
but a blow struck at the public. The suc- 
eessful stoppage of the railroad business of 
the country implies the general suspension 
of commerce and the prostration of all 
business and industry. This is no longer a 
theory ; the recent strike has demonstrated 
it. The producer is cut off from the sale of 
his commodities ; the manufacturer is forced 
to shut off his steam-power and clog the 
wheels of his machinery; the operatives of 
factories are thrown out of employment ; 
the consumers are suddenly depri ved of the 
supplies on which they live; families that 
are separated are prevented from reuniting. 
The biow is aimed at all the most sacred re- 
lations of society. Government itself does 
not escape. The transportation of the mails is 
practivally prohibited. As Judge Daummonp 
pointed out, the railroads contracted with 
the Government to carry its mails dn the reg- 
ular passenger-trains ; when the railroads are 
prevented by mob violence ‘from running 
these passenger-trains, they cannot be ex- 
pectec to incur the extraordinary expense of 
running the mail-cars alone, even with the 
benign permission of the mob, Thus not 
one of the relations of organized society is 
safe if the courts and anthorities admit that 
any set of men may with impunity, at any 
time cr on any account, dictate the suspen- 
sion of the railroad traffic. 

Perhaps the most pointed illustration of 
the utter inconsistency of the attitude as- 
sumed by the strikers is to be found in the 
fact that the Receiver, who is the chief of- 
ficer of a railroad while it is in 
the hands of the United States Court, 
cannct make any important change in 
the management of his trust—such 
as the suspension of trains, for instance— 
without first securing the sanction of the 
Court. Yet while the chief executive of the 
road ts thus bound down, the most obscure 
subordinates like firemen and brakemen as- 
sume to dictate the entire stop of busi- 
ness, and threaten death and tion if 
their behest is not obeyed. This proposition 
would be ridiculous if it were not so out- 
rageons. In the case of the Toledo, Peoria 
& Warsaw Road, indeed, it was not even the 
employes who undertook to stop the trains. 
The cfilicers of the road testify that their 
employes were willing to go on working as 
usual;; and of all those arrested and brought 
before Judge Daummonp, not one was act- 
ually in the employ of the road at 
the time the trains were stopped, and 
only two had ever been employed. 
We have no doubt that this was 
more or less the case throughout the coun- 
try, and that many of those who haw been 
most conspicuous in the attack on the rail- 
roads were either men who had been pre- 
viously discharged or vicious characters who 
improved the occasion of a bona fide strike 
in certain quarters to bring on disturbances 
in which they might possibly gain by plun- 
der or the misfortune of others. 


It is only in this way that the public can be 
protected from future attempts of the same 
lawless nature.

THE EIGHT-HOUR REMEDY FOR HARD 


TIMES. 
No disturbance of the relations between 


when the demand is for an increase of pay ; 
and when the chief complaint seems to be 
that not enough work is furnished to those 
employes to enable them to earn a good liv- 
ing. But it is notorious that quacks have 
usually one remedy which cures all diseases, 
and so the eight-hour theorists apply theirs. 

The theory itself is as ridiculous as its ap- 
plication is preposterous in this particular 
ease. The system of labor is divided accord- 
ing to its exigenciés and its product. The 
farmers, who comprise nearly one-half the 
population of the United States, work by the 
sun and the demands of their farms. In 
winter their day is shortened to six hours 
and les#at times; in .summer it is extended 
to twelve hours and more at times. In many 
manufacturing pursuits the necessity for 
using steam machinery frequently suggests 
employment by day and night, and mep 
work by the piece, or in sets during an agreed 
number of hours. In the transportation 
business the work is done by the trip; which 
is longer or shorter, more or less frequent, 
according to arrangement. So the eight-hour 
law in any case could apply to only a small 
part of the industries of the country. 

But suppose the theory of en hours’ pay 
for eight hours’ work were tried in 
ane State (some of the eight-hour ad- 
vocates are demanding twelve hours’ pay) 
or in one country,—for international legisla- 
tion is out of the question. Then the em- 
ployers and farmers would have to get 25 per 
cent more for their products than they get 
now, in order to maintain the present ratio 
of investment and remuneration. The wages 
would remain as they are, but the labor 
would produce only eight-tenths what it now 
produces ; then the price of the product must 
be increased 25 per cent to yield the same 
results as before. If a single employer tries 
this against his competitors in business, or if 
the employers of any one city or country try 
it against the competition of other cities and 
other countries, failure is foreordained. The 
short product of the eight-hour labor must 
be sold for the same as that of the larger 
product of the ten-hour labor, or not at all. 
The result is that the employer must relapse 
into bankruptcy and the employe into starva- 
tion. 

But suppose the eight-hour system could 
be made universal. The house built on the 
eight-hour plan would represent 25 per cent 
larger cost, and require a larger rent in pro- 
portion to pay interest on the increased in- 
vestment. The coal mined on the eight-hour 
plan would represent 25 per cent larger cost 
to the owner and 25 per cent larger price to 
the consumer. The workingman’sfuel would 
cost him 25 per cent more than it does. The 
clothes and shoes made on the eight-hour 
plan would represent a larger cost in propor- 
tion to the increased expense of manufactur- 
ing and producing them, and would therefore 
sell to the consuming public, including the 
trades-union classes, that much more dearly. 
With the price of everything enhanced as 
much as the hours were reduced, and per- 
haps a good deal more, wherein would the 
eight-hour working classes be better off than 
they are now? The cost of their living 
would be increased, while they would not re- 
ceive any more pay than they receive tow. 
If the cost of living were increased 25 
per cent, their present wages wonld 
fall that much short. If, as they 
claim, they are just able to live 
now on their pay, they would be 25 per 
cent worse off under the new condition of 
things. The country can only have what it 
produces, and if labor produces less there 
will be less to divide all round, and conse- 
quently more poverty and want. 

The bare problem of livelihood is a very 
simple one. The product in every case is 
represented by a joint investment of capital 
and labor. Shorten up either, and the prod- 
uct falls off. When the product falls off, 
there is less per capita than there was be- 
fore. If all the world works eight hours, it 
must live upon less that if it works ten 
hours, because there is less to live upon. 
The rule applies to capitalist and laborer 
alike. It is the lack of intelligence—igno- 
rance—that causes anybody to suppose that 
the less people work the more they will pro- 
duce and the richer they will become. 


OHIO DEMOCRATS AND THE CURRENCY. 
The intervention of the strike has divert- 
ed attention from the action of the Demo- 
cratic State Convention whith met in Ohio 
last week and perpetrated some extraordi- 
nary absurdities, both in the way of candi- 
dates and in declaration of platform. The 
Convention was evidently exceedingly mud- 
died. It nominated for Governor a Mr. 
Bisnor, who never voted a Democratic ticket 
in his life. The resolutions were very com- 
plicated and indefinite, as will be seen from 
those relating to the silver and currency 
question. The first of these reads: 

Fourth—That we denounce as an outrage upon 
the rights of the people the enactment of the Re- 
publican measure demonetizing silver, and demand 
the passage of a law which shall restore to silver 
ite monetary power. 

The dishonesty of this resolution is appar- 
ent, but it does not seem to have deterred 
the Convention from adopting it unanimous- 
ly. When that bill passed Congress the 
Democratic party had 100 members in the 
House and twenty members in the Senate, 
But not one of them opposed the bill or even 

ed attention to it. The Democrats voted 
or the bill in both Houses, and had any one 
of them denounced the “‘ outrage” then the 
bill would have been instantly killed. The 
passage of that act was in no sense a Repub- 
lican measure, and at this time many of the 
Democratic leaders and presses at the East 
and many at.the West are opposing any re- 
monetization of silver. The ‘‘ outrage has 
no more vehement champion and defender 
than the Democratic organ in this city.

The resolution isa blind. The Democracy 
of Ohio have confessed the fallacy of an 
unlimited issue of irredeemable greenbacks, 
but to retain the countenance of the few 
junatics who still adhere to that policy they 
offer this resolution, dropping, so far as they 
are concerned, any further open indorsement 
of thescheme. The greenbacks can hardly 
be said to have been the best paper money 
the country has ever had. The country once 
had United States Bank notes, which were 
always at par and always redeemable. Ohio 
before the War had an admirable bank cur- 
rency. Before and at the opening of the War 
there was a bank currency in New England 
and in New York and in other States which 
maintained its credit and was always redeem- 
able. Many of these banks continued to fur- 
nish a par currency until they were legislated 
out of existence. Certainly a currency that 
has never been at par can be made better, 
and if it is to be retained it should be made 
better. 

Ninth—We favor the iseue by the General Gov- 
ernment alone of all circulating medium, whether 
paper or metallic, to be always legai-tender and 
interconvertibic. ° 

This resolution is a curiosity. What does 
it mean? All Government currency should 
be legal-tender, the paper and the metallic 
money should be “‘interconvertible,”—that is, 
each should be exchangeable for the other. 
But does the resolution mean that? The 
Government has no right toa monopoly of 
coining gold or silver. We have had free 
coinage in these metals from the foundation 
of the Government. The citizen has al- 
ways had the right to take his gold and 
silver to the mint, and receive therefor 
an equivalent in weight of coin. This right 
still exists in this country, so far as gold is 
concerned, and existed with regard to the 
silver dollar until the latter was abolished. 
The business of the Government begins and 
ends in defining what weight of metal shall 
constitute the dollar, and into coining the 
metal into pieces of the legal weight and 
fineness. The stamp means nothing but 
that the piece is of the legal fineness and the 
legal number of grains in weight. It is a 
‘dangerous power to leave to any Government 
to control the amount of money which shall 
be in circulation, so as to produce a famine 
or an inflation in the interest of any persons. 
Free coinage, therefore, is a privilege ghich 
the country will never consent to have taken 
away. The theory of limiting the coinage 
of gold or silver belongs to the pa- 
ternal system; it rests on the idea 


their silver and gold into coin they would do 
themselves harm, would have more coin than 
they could take care of, and would actually 
melt up their spoons and teapots, and resort 
to plated ware. There is in this resolution 
perhaps a latent meaning that the National 
Banks should be abolished. If the: resolu- 
tion was intended to mean this, a more 
open avowal of the purpose was avoided, per- 
haps, out of respect for the feelings of the 
candidate nominated for Governor, who is 
the President of a National Bank. The Con- 
vention was evidently embarrassed what to 
say or do on any subject, so it undertook 
to have a platform in which it would say 
nothing, and very nearly accomplished that 
result. Taken asa whol, the Ohio Demo- 
cratic platform is a weak and si specimen 
of political literature. 


DUTIES OF EMPLOYERS. 

A correspondent of Tue Tron, discnss- 
ing the labor question, says : 

A company with one hundred men in their em- 
ployment whose business declined to the point of 
full work for but fifty, and thus forced them to 
discharge one-half, would retain the remainder 
satisfied and probably ready to divide their whole 
loaves with less fortunate fellows, and earn there- 
by their grateful acknowledgment. In any cafe, 
those retained would be a check to insubordination 
on the part of those discharged through necessity, 
while they, in all probability, realizing that their 
discharge was unavoidable, would doubtless bola 
off tike other unemployed, hoping for better times. 
To the companies the result would have been the 
name; there would have been an equal amount of 
money put in circulation for the general benefit, 
and the Communist would have had no plea on 
which to stir up the active class to strike. 

There is no harder problem to solve in 
connection with the labor question than the 
duty of the employer with reference to his 
employes when business falls off so that he 
cannot pay good wages. Whatever way he 
may turn to accommodate himself to his cir- 
cumstances, his men grow discontented. 
Angry discussions arise if he reduces the 
wages of the whole, and equally angry dis- 
cussions if he discharges the men whom he 
does not need; and the result in both cases 
is usually a strike, and sometimes a mob. 
Suppose that in flush times he is employing 
100 men at good wages. The times grow 
hard. Business falls off, orders cease 
to come in, and prices fall. If he con- 
tinues paying the old wages to his 
full mumber of men, he must go into 
bankruptcy. His employes have families to 
support. They are valuable and experienced 
workmen. He does not like to discharge 
them and wait for better times, so he says to 
them: There is not work enough for you 
all on full time, but you may stay and work 
on half time, half of you alternating with the 
other half.” Supposing the men agree to 
work on short time and small wages, what 
is the result in the majority of circum- 
stances? He soon finds he has an estab- 
lishment full of discontented workmen. 
They gradually grow disaffected, and their 
ears are always open to the sophistries and 
delusions of Communistic demagogues. At 
last they actually believe that the employer 
is responsible for the hard times and small 
wages, and they strike. Idleness breeds 
mischief. His workmen, before they know 
it, are leagued with Communists and vaga- 
bonds, take the law into their own hands, 
and, with the vain hope of relieving them- 
selves and obtaining what the Communists 
call their rights, commence to destroy 
their employer 's property. This is the result 
of trying to keep all his men employed. And 
yet what better solution can he make of this 
hard problem? Will some of these quid- 
nuncs, who write and talk so glibly of work- 
ingmen’s rights, answer? 

The question of wages is net involved in

When the 
employer replies that he has only work for 
fifty men and asks how be is to pay a hun- 
drei men under such circumstances, he is 
met with the taunt, ‘* That is your business, 
not ours.” If he says he can’t pay them, 
then he is menaced with the reply, You 
are a capitalist and we will make you,” and 
straightway, as if to enforce the threat, we 
hear of propositions from certain trades- 
unions that workingmen must arm them- 
selves. The leaders of the workingmen, in- 
stead of uttering menaces, and threatening 
violence, and placing themselves in antago- 
nism to the laws, would do themselves and 
their employers a more substantial service if 
they would aid the latter in solving the 
vexed question how to pay one hundred men 
when they have only work for fifty.

EDUCATION IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

The report of the British Education De- 
partment, recently submitted to Parhament, 
shows the growth of the new school-system, 
in a strong light. During the year preceding 
the report the number of elementary schools 
in England and Wales had been increased by 
1,056, making a total of 14,273. Accommo- 
dation is now afforded for 3,426,000 children, 
or for 280,000 more than last year. The 
Education vote for the current year was 
89. 350,000, —an increase of $1,018,870 on 
the estimate of last year. In order to ap- 
preciate the full import of these figures, it is 
necessary to recall the fact that the present 
school-system of Great Britain, so far as 
elementary education is concerned, dates 
back only to 1870. In that year an act of 
Parliament was passed directing that there 
shall be established in every school district a 
sufficient amount of odation in 
public elementary schools available for 
all the children resident in such 
district, for whose elementary edu- 
cation efficient and suitable provision 
is not otherwise made.” By the same act 
free tuition is furnished children whose pa- 
rents are unable to pay, and the expenses 
are discharged out of the local rates. School 
Boards are also established, and empowered 
to compel the attendance at school, during 
a certain portion of the year, of all children 
between the ages of 5 and 13 years. In con- 
sequence of this act, and the rigid measures 
taken under it, the average number of chil- 
dren in attendance in the elementary schools 
of Great Britain has increased from 1,255,- 
083 in 1870 to 2,034,431 in 1876, and the ac- 
commodations were enlarged from 1,950,641 
in 1870 to 3,426,000 in 1876. Thus the 
growth in the six years was about 85 per 
cent. The liberality of Parliament has 
increased in a corresponding ratio. In 
1870 the Parliamentary grants for pub- 
lie primary schools in England and 
Wales amounted to $4,573,605, and for 
the current year, as already stated, to 
$9,550,000, or more than twice as much 
as six years ago. Since 1870, 1,600 Board 
schools and 5,000 voluntary schools have 
been established, accommodating in all 
1,100,000 children. In the same period $95,- 
000,000 have been expended on schools by 
the country, —$22,000,000 by Boards, 865, 
000,000 by voluntary effort, and $8,000,000 
by Government. 

The figures given above are exclusive of 
Scotland and Ireland, and the population 
thus provided for, including only England 
and Wales, is scarcely more than 22, 500, 000. 
The school accommodations of England and 
Wales, theres, compare favorably with 
those of the United States, where, with a 
population of about 40,000,000, the average 
daily attendance is reported by the Commis- 
sioner of Education at 4,215,380. Great 
Britain has been making greater strides than 
the United States of late years in the way 
of providing an elementary education for 
the masses, and if the rate of progress in 
both countries does not soon change 
we shall soon be  ontstripped by 
the conservative institutions of Old England. 
The Mother Country, of course, has the ad- 
vantage in the optional and partial system of 
compulsory education, which has been more 
largely put in practice there than with us. 
The statesmen of England have had reason 
to appreciate of late years the necessity for 
making a common-school education the con- 
dition and basis of an extended suffrage, and 
perhaps the social disturbances through which 
our country has just passed may not eventu- 
ally be without their effect in making the 
common-school system even more efficient 
than it is at present,

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Beards and Whiskers in the French Army. 
Pili Mail Gazette. 

A French military paper, commenting on | | 
circular recently issued by the Minister of War | | 
containing instructions concerning the amount 
of hair which the French soldier may allow to 
grow upon his face, pleads for permission for 
every man in the army to wear a full beard and 
whiskers. The existing regulations, which, 
however, do not appear to be very rigidly ad- 
hered to in certain points, are very precise. The 
beard is not to be grown at ali, but an imperial 
is allowed on the lower lip, provided it does not 
exceed four centimetres in breadth and six in 
length. The mustache is to grow along the whole 
length of the upper lip, and és not to be waxed 
or pomatomed inany way. Whiskers are not 
to extend more than ten millimetres below the 
lower part of the ear, and are not to be allowed 
to join the mustache. As a matter of fact, 
however, whiskers are not permitted at all in 
the French army, and the mustache is fre- 
quently pointed in a manner extremely sugges- 
tive of the use of the forbidden substances. 
It is prescribed also that the above regulation 
shall be adhered to as far as possible, even when 
the troops are in the field, the Generals com- 
manding being instructed to exercise their dis- 
eretion as to when a full beard shall be allowed 
to be worn. Even reservists called in tempo- 
rarily to rejoin their colors are required to shave 
off their beards and whiskers, and trim their 
mustaches after the approved pattern.

BISHOP MERRILL 

came forward with a paper, and announced that 
he wished to occupy twenty minutes of the 
elasé-time in reading his paper, which was en- 
titlea “The Sub-Pastorate; Its Scriptural 
Sanction, Its Nature, and Duties.“ The sub- 
pastorate was simply a class-leader. His daties 
were simply pastoral. The tor was to his 
congregation what the Bishop was to the 
Church. It was never intended that the Bishop 
should do all the work, but it was left to his as- 
sistants, the elders and the pastors. So the 
work of the pastors ought to be left to his as- 
sistants to a certain extent. It should be the 
duty of the sub-pastor to find out where addi- 
tional pastoral labor was required, and wher- 
ever a new pastor was ushered into a 
parish and was placed in c the sub-pastor 
should be able to instruct him, make him ac- 
uainted with the people and the situation, so 
tin ashort time the pew arrival would feel 
at home and be thoroughly acquainted with his 
new position and duties, such as he could not 
learn in months of u labor and personal 
observation. He, not less than the pastor, the 
shepherd of his little flock, should know each 
one by name, and should know the wants ana 
needs of all. The sub-pastorate was the head 

of the itinerant system. 

Bishop Merrill went into the details of the 
duties and requirements of the sub-pastorate ; 

e class-leader should be a recruiting officer as 
well as a spiritual adviser. There were a great 
many duties for this officer to perform. There 
were many who could not be reached except in 
the class-room. He spoke of stewards who had 
obtained their positions in the church without 
having given evidences of being converted. 

At the close of the address by Bishop Merrill 
the paper was made the subject of discussion by 
those present. 

A member of the Clark Street Church said 
they ht have such a thing as an unconverted 
steward in Grace Church, where Bishop Merrill 
attended, but there was no such thing in the 
Clark Street Church. 

A spirited controversy sprang up between the 
members of the class present upon the subject 
of class-leaders and the sub-pastorate question. 

Bishop Harris explained the origin of the 
class-leader. It was organized in the time of 

Wesley. Bishop Harris spoke for some time, 
and .stated that he did not like the talk of 
many of the members, who opposed the class- 
meetings and desired that the sub-pastorate 
should take the place altogether of class- 


meetings-

BEECHER ON COMMUNISM. 


The Tyranny ofthe Many-Headed Attacked 
as Being Against the Liberties of the Peo- 
ple—Not Brute Force but Brains and Skill 
Must Go Ahead. 

New York Times, July 3. 

So much discussion has been had, and so 
much ill-will disseminated against the Rev- 
Henry Ward Beecher at Communistic meetings 
during the last week, on account of a miscon- 
struction of the words of his sermon on the 22d 
inst., that it was shrewdly guessed that Mr. 
Beecher would take an early opportunity of 
more clearly defining his position on the ques- 
tion of the rights of the laboring men. The ex- 
pectation of such a discussion may, and proba- 
bly did, haye some effect in filling the interior 
of Piymouth Church last evening. The church 
was, in fact, overcrowded. 

Mr. Beecher said that before beginning his 
sermon he desired to make a few remarks upon 
the .events which have occurred since Sunday 
last. He said he had been grossly misrepre- 
sented—not willfully or intentionally, but by 
careless reporting—as saying what he did not 
say and does not believe. The reports had had 
the effect of bringing to him scores of letters, 
some of them obscene, others 1 indig- 
nation, some threatening, many from cowardly 
meu ashamed of their own names, besides 
others picading for the cause of humanity and 
for the workingman. He had received some 
letters with great pleasure and eat pain; 
plegsure, because he liked to be addressed in a 
madly way from a friend, though he were chid- 
ed; pain, because his life had been devoted to 
the cause of the workingman and the oppressed, 
botm here and abroad, and he felt the wrong 
which was done him by .such reports as 
those referred to. So he would step aside for 
the first time iu thirty years to explain his posi- 
tiow. He had said nothing which would indi- 
cat even the odious meaning which had been 
given to his remarks. We have in this country 
mu n to learn from Europe about music.

Demagogue Grover Goes to the United 
States Senate, and Stiles Goes to Jail. 

PORTLAND, Aug. 1.—For several days past the 
United States Grand Jury has had under fnves- 
tigation the case of W. H. N. Stiles, who testi- 
fied so positively and pointedly against Senator 
Grover before the Congressional Committee. 
Stiles’ testimony in relation to having overbieard 
conversation between Grover, Watkins, and 
Gilfrey, during which Gilfrey stated to Grover 
that they had secured Goodman, of 
Umatilla, but that it had cost $1,000, 
and other very damaging statements in 
connection therewith, were most emphatically 
contradicted by these persons Wen on the 
stand before the Investigating Committee. 
Several witnesses have been examined before 
the Grand Jury, and, after careful investigation 
of the case, a true bill was returned te-day 
against Stiles; charging him with per) His 
bonds were fixed at $2,500. In default he was 
committed. The Grand Jury has found two 
indictments against other witnesses in the Gro- 
ver investigation business, charging them with 
perjury. The names of the persons are not 
known, as no arrests have been made yet. 
Stiles’ case will be called ina few days im the 
United States District Court. Grover, Wat- 
kins, and Gilfrey are the principal witnesses for 
the prosecution. These indictments have pro- 
duced a stir in political circles here.

THE VETERANS. 
A REGULAR MONTHLY MEETING 
of the Chicago Union Veteran Club was held 
last evening at the Grand Pacific, Gen. Martin 
Beem in the chair. The Chair said that al- 
though there had been several meetings of vet- 
erans within the last ten days, they were com- 
pelled under the constitution to meet monthly 
for the transaction of business. He felt proud 
that the spirit of 61 had not died out, and that 
the veterans of the War retained their interest 
in the affairs of the State and nation. When 
the army was mustered out in 1865 many good 
citizens were apprehensive of a danger to the 
Republic, arising from such an enormous mass 
of soldiers being relegated to civil 
ursuits. The veterans of the War 
ad shown that they were good citizen 
and ready on all occasions to rally in defense o 
law and order. During the recent troubles 
they had been called upon to uphold the civil 
arm of the law, and he was happy to state that 
the members of the Club bad come forward al- 
most to a man. 
Fifteen applications for membership were re- 
ceived and referred to the appropriate commit- 
tee. 
Resolutions were unanimously adopted in re- 
gard to the late Lieut. Lewis B. Hand. 
The resignation of Gen. Joseph Stockton, 
First Vice-President, was accepted, and Col. W. 
Scribner was elected unanimously to the vacant 
position. 
A SERIES OF RESOLUTIONS, 
regretting that the members of the Union Vet- 
eran Club were not used as cavalry during the 
riots, and pledging the Club to respond at once 
to any call {rom the cliy authorities in the fu- 
ture, were offered by Capt. W. W. Roberts. 
Gen. A. L. Chetlain approved highly of the 
resolutions, believing that, if necessity should 
ever again arise, 2,000 veteran soldiers could be 
obtained within a few hours to suppress the 
disturbances. There would then be no neces- 
sity for the authorities to employ young and in- 
experienced men. He believed that all old sol- 


diers should co-operate with the Club, and feit 


sure that no other force than the veterans and 


the very effective police would be needed to 


stop all trouble. 

Capt. Weaver explained that after they had 
recruited three companies, and had organized 
Co. A, over 200 veterans had offered their serv- 
ices, but they were unable to use them for lack 
of arms. 

Capt. Curtis offered a substitute, as follows: 
htesolved, That three members; with the Presi- 
dent, be appointed by the Chair, whose duty it 
shall be to take into consideration the propriety of 
orvanizing.a-battalion of infantry, a squadron of 
cavairy, and a battery of artillery, from the mem- 
bers of this Club, for the defense of this municinval- 
ity, State. or nation; said committee to report as 
soon as practieanle. 

Capt. Curtis said 1t was not intended to have 
drills or parades; all they wanted was arms and 
an armory at which to reportin case they were 
called on. 

The origina! motion and substitute were re- 
ferred to a committee consisting of Gen. Beem, 
Col. William H. Bolton, of the artillery; Gen. 
A. L. Chetlain, infantry; Capt. L. D. Conley, 
Cavalrv. 

Capt. W. W. Roberts offered an amendment 
to Art. Sof the preamble to the constitution, 
striking out the words ** the Republicaa party,” 
the object being to render the Club entirely 
non-pulitical, The amendment went over under 
the role to the next monthly meeting. 

It was stated that several well-known military 
men hal expressed a willingness to deliver lect- 
ures’ tree before the Club during the winter. 
‘The Chair agreed to take steps to procure a set 
of etchings of battle-Helds of the Rebellion, 
similar to those at Gen. Sheridan's headquar- 
ters. Some drawings were shown and a general 
expression made in favor of procuring some 
decorations for the -club-room. The meeting 
then adjourned after singing tue March 
through Georgia and some other patriotic 
songs.

ne did not want this to be considered egotisti- 
cal, but like Daniel and his dream, it was in the 
Lord. Then he spoke authoritatively. He quoted 
from St. Paul, and showed that the 
weekly contribution system was the best, 
because fit was the Scriptural system, 
and was best suited to the people generally. 
He thought a church was unfortunate which 
had no poor people in it. In the church all were 
equal. The Savior wasa carpenter, and our 
late lzmented President was a rail-splitter. 
The prices were to range from 10 cents to $2.50 
for seats weekly. The speaker believed in 
making the church a home. They would not 
turn apy one out that was too poor pay. 
All would always be welcome, but he believed 
in those paying who could afford it. 

Mr. Wright wanted it understood that the 
Vestry did not want to force this change upon 
the cougregation.

THE CITY-HALL. 


There are now 1,719 licensed saloons in the 
city. The receipts from license fees yesterday 
were $3,000. — 

Five new cases of scarlet fever, and five deaths 
from that disease were reported at the Health 
Department yesterday. 

The Committee on Streets and Alleys of the 
North Division is called to meet in the City 
Clerk’s office Friday afternoon at 3 o’clock. 


The Treasurer’s receipts yesterday were $4,736 
from the City Collector, $1,550 from the Water 
Department, and $2,753 from the Comptroller. 


The Comptroiler yesterday issued revenue 
warrants amounting to 2, and redeemed 
popular loan-certificates amounting to $21,500. 


The tax collections during the month of July 
were $35,000 of the warrant of 1875, and $376,050 
of the warrant of 1876 ; total, $411,059. 


It seems not to be generaliy understood that 
there is an annual tax of $5 upon pool-tables.

The State Board of Health intend to inquire 
into the matter of burials without permits, and 
will secure necessary legislation to compel all 
persons to take out permits to entomb tneir de- 
ceased.

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ADULTERATION OF FOOD. 


What We Eat and Drink if We Are Not 
Careful. 
New York Evening Post. 

While it is certain that needless alarm is fre- 
quently excited by exaggerated statements re- 
garding food adulteration, there can be no doubt 
that many of the articles of food met with on 
our tables often contain foreign ingredients 
which are introduced either for the purpose of 
lessening their cost or improving their taste and 
appearance. The former species of adultera- 
tion, however fraudulent it may be, is the less 
reprehensible from a sanitary point of view, as 
the admixtures employed to produce an increase 
of weight and valk frequently act as simple 
diluents, and, although in these circumstances 
the nutritious properties of the food are often 
diminished, the substances used are generally 
inert and harmicss. 

The artificial production of a desirable flavor 
and color, however, commonly involves the use 
of more harmful substances. Inthe one case 
the consumer pays for what he does not really 


receive; in the otber his stomach is exposed to 


the evil effects of deleterious chemicals, the 
profits of the manufacturer, it need scarcely be 


added, being in both instances largely in- 


creased, 
FLOUR ADULTERATION. 

Flour is subjected to adulteration with other 
and inferior meais, such as rice, beans, rye, 
potatoes, and Indian corn, the addition of which 
cheapens the price and in some cases bestows 
a good color upon a damaged or inferior grade, 
and causes it to take up * abnormal! e 

uantity of water. ‘he addition of 

oreign meals to flour is practiced, how- 
ever, almost exclusively in Europe, as most 
of the substances of this class used 
have in this country a greater value than pure 
wheaten flour. A more probable adulteration 
with us is the use of alum and mmeral sub 
stances; the former is occasionally * to 
impart a white color to the flour, the latter 
which include sulphate of lime, kaolin, chalk 
and bone dust, being used to produce inc 
weight. It has quite recently come to light that 
a flour containing 10 per cent of a mixture of 
chalk, plaster of Paris, and barytes has for some 
time iormed a steady article of export from 
Holland into other European countries. The 
presence of such substances as these can be 
detected by placing the flour in a long tube 
nearly filled with chloroform, the mix- 
ture, and allowing it to stand, when the pure 
flour will rise to the top of the liquid, the 
heavier mineral adulterants sinking to the 
bottom. 

BAKERS’ SCUBTERFUGES. 

Bread naturally contains the foreign ingre- 
dients added to the flour from which it is made; 
but in addition to these other sub- 
stances are sometimes used in its prepara- 
tion. Alum is employed to prevent the action 
of the diastase upon the starch, and to keep 
the bread from becoming sour and moidy; and 
although this salt undoubtedly tends to accom- 
plish these results and imparts a fine white ap- 

varance to the bread, its use is not justifiable. 

‘hen taken into the stomach it is liable to oc- 
ension acidity and dyspepsia; furthermore, it 
prevents the solution of a large proportion of 
the gluten of the bread, thereby causing a de- 
crease in its nutritious value, A far more 
reprehensible adulteration consists in the addi- 
tion of sulphate of copper, which has the same 
effect on the color of the bread and 
on the diastase. Although this salt is 
but seldom employed, and then 
in very small amounts, its use is to be condemu- 
ed in the strongest terms, as it acts as a viru- 
lent poison, and its effects are cumulative. A 
simple and delicate test for detecting the pres- 
ence of copper is to moisten the suspected 
bread with a few drops of solution of ferro-cya- 
nide of potassium, which will cause a pinkish 
color to become apparent if the metal be pres- 
ent. 

PICKLES. 

Pickles and preserves are often artificially col- 
ored. The deep green color frequentiy noticea- 
ble in the former is almost invariably due to the 
presence of asort of copper (the sulphate of 
acetate), which is either directly added to them 
or is produced by using copper vessels in their 

reparation, both methods being recommended 
— several cooking-books. This adulteration 
can be detected by allowing a piece of clean and 
polished iron to remain immersed in the — 
vinegar for a few hours; in presence of copper 
a thin coutipg of this metal will be deposi 
upon the iron. 

WHAT ISIN THE CASTERS. 

The condiments used at the table are also 
frequently far from pure. Additional acidity 
is often imparted to ge by the addition of 
sulphuric acid, the use of which was formerly 
considered necessary in order to prevent its 
decomposition, and was allowed dy law in 
Great Britain; but although the fallacy of this 
belief has been demonstrated, the practice is 
still resorted to. A few weeks ago five car- 
loads of vinegar reeeived in Washington from 
Chicago were found to contain over fifty-four 
grains of sulphuric acid per gallon in the form 
of sulphate of lime, in addition to five grams 
per gailon of the free acid. On a ding a little 
nitrate of baryta to vinegar containing sulphuric 
acid, a beavy white precipitate will be immedi- 
ately formed. 

TBA. 

The sophistications practiced upon tea are 
large in number and often barmful in character. 
The greater part of the adulteration occurs in 
China, but the English and Americans appear 
to have become skillful ſinitators ofthe Chinese 
in at least some branches of this nefarious in- 
dustry. Mincral ana organic substances are 
used to increase the weight and bulk of the tea; 
fictitious strength is imparted to it by the addi- 
tion of certain vegetable substances, and pig- 
ments are employed in order to produce a desir- 
able color. A preparation rejoicing ip the very 
appropriate name of Lie tea was formerly 
and is doubtless stil] used as an admixture with 
genuine tea, particularly with npow- 
der. Lie tea” consists of the dust of 
tea and other leaves, which is mixed 
with various mineral substances and 
agglutinated into little masses by means of 
starch or gum; it is then treated with mineral 
pigments. But the operation which is most 
generally carried on, at least in this country, 
is the artificial facing or coloring of teas. 
This practice is almost entirely confined to 
green teas, of which, it is said on high authority, 
but few grades rea4 the consumer in a pure 
state. Green tea differs from black only in its 
method of manufacture, and unless arti- 
ficially colored it should not present the decided 
bluish-green appearance so often noticed, but 
should possess a pale olive color. Green tea is 
also converted into black by chemical treatment; 
in fact, these metamorphoses have given rise to 
a special and regular branch of business, nota- 
bly in this city and in Philadelphia. The pig 
ments most used for coloring green teas are 
Prussian blue, inaigo, tumeric, and china clay; 
the peculiar glossy appearance they frequently 
present beiug pro@awed by means of black lead, 
talc, aud soapstone. Other and far more dan- 
gerous substances, such as arsenide of copper, 
chromate of lead, and Dutch pink, are said to 
be sometimes employed. .When hot water is 
poured upon a faced tea, the coloring matter 
present often becomes detached and either rises 
to the top or einks to the bottom of the liquid, 
forming a sediment which can be readily recog- 
nized as a foreign body, especially by aid of a 
magnifying glass. In many instances this test 
will be sufficient, but the safer pian is always 
to avoid the use of teas possessing a metallic 
lustre and a bright green color.

In regard to the detec- 
tion of the worst of these substances, chromate of 
lead can be ized by touching the yellow 
part of the — with a drop of bydrochlorie 
acid, then with a little sulphide of amm 
when a black color will be produced. If the 
coloring matter t is cochineal it will ac- 
quire a purple color when immersed in a solution 
of potassa; otherwise is reason to suspect 
the presence of the more harmful red pigments 
mentioned.
